new century” (Los Angeles Times). Lovano and Harris joined 
returning members Dave Douglas (trumpet), Miguel Zenon 
(alto saxophone), Andre Hayward (trombone), Renee Rosnes 
(piano), Matt Penman (bass), and Eric Harland (drums), on 
the Collective's first tour of the European jazz festival circuit. 
The group was greeted by standing ovations in belle époque 
opera houses, ancient outdoor amphitheatres, and some of the 
most prestigious jazz festivals in Europe, including Jazz a Vi- 
enne, Umbria Jazz, and the North Sea Jazz Festival. 


This same band will convene for the 2008 season, which will 
feature more original works, commissioned by SFJAZZ, as well 
as the compositions of saxophonist Wayne Shorter. Shorter’s 
repertoire was an obvious choice for Rosnes, who played with 
Shorter in 1988. “Through his music, he taught me about cour- 
age, passion, vulnerability and freedom,’ Rosnes said. “Virtually 
all of Wayne's compositions are inherently full of these qualities” 

The Collective's 2008 tour will include an encore stop at New 
York’s Carnegie Hall, as well as performances at Chicago Sym- 
phony Hall, University of Michigan, Ann Arbor, the Portland 
Jazz Festival, University of North Carolina, Chapel Hill, and 
University of California, Los Angeles. 

The 2008 Collective will give its only Bay Area concert at 
U.C. Berkeley’s Zellerbach Hall on March 15, as part of Cal 
Performances’ 2007-2008 season. Tickets are available directly 
from the Cal Performances Box Office at 510-642-9988 or on- 
line at www.calperfs.berkeley.edu.

The San Francisco Jazz Festival at 25 Years 
By Dan Ouellette 


| n 1959 newcomer Ornette Coleman recorded his debut Atlantic Records album, 
audaciously titling it The Shape of Jazz to Come. With free-tilting nonconfor- 
mity, the maverick alto saxophonist startled the jazz world that was still flickering 
with the flash of the bebop revolution that had radically taken flame more than a 
decade earlier. But his lightning bolts were met by mixed reviews from jazz aficio- 
nados, some heralding him a prophet of improvisation while others chastised him 
for abandoning the music's accepted approaches to harmony, soloing, and more. 
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JAZZIN’ BY THE BAY 


As it turns out, Ornette's unorthodoxy won out, eventu- 
ally being championed by those with a penchant for jazz in- 
trepidity—fellow musicians as well as jazz listeners, with the 
former taking license to explore on their own terms and the 
latter poised for the possibilities of more new shapes of jazz 
to come. Nearly a half-century later, Coleman is still in query 
mode, which he will exhibit in brilliant fashion at this fall’s 
San Francisco Jazz Festival that will be celebrating its 25" an- 
niversary of presenting the old and new shapes of jazz in all 
their colors, textures, sounds and shades of glory. 

Like Ornette, the festival has exhibited a resolute spirit 
to stretch beyond convention. Beginning in 1983 asa three- 
day event featuring an eclectic lineup of locally based lu- 
minaries, it's now recognized internationally as one of the 
most adventurous and preeminent jazz jubilees on the 
planet. Key to the success of its gold-standard renown is 
its studied and festive approach to presenting the vast 
array of jazz styles that encompass the tradition and the 
cutting edge. Serving the diverse community of jazz fans 
in the Bay Area has been at the core of the festival's growth. 
And in recent years, beyond reflecting the ever- maturing 
state of jazz, the nonprofit SFJAZZ presenting organization 
has been boldly forging new jazz territory, with its inno- 
vative experiment of supporting its homegrown ensemble, 
the SFJAZZ Collective, a groundbreaking recording and 
touring octet comprised of all-star leaders. 

“Early on, we were modest and naive,” says SFJAZZ ex- 
ecutive director Randall Kline, who co-founded the festival 
with Clint Gilbert and Shirley Read-John. “In fact, we were 
reasonably inexperienced presenters when we started. But 
from the beginning, we wanted to build a nonprofit model 
for insuring that the art form will push forward” 


Like jazz, the festival has evolved over the years, starting ~ 


with a spring date, then settling into its autumnal show- 
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case time frame, which quickly earned the annual event the 
moniker: San Francisco’ fall classic. In addition, there were 
jazz film festivals, such spring series as the Jazz Tap Summit 
and Jazz Masters, and a growing educational commitment 
to enrich students in Bay Area schools with the apprecia- 
tion of jazz. 

In 1992, for its 10" anniversary, all components of the 
programming were brought together into an all-encom- 
passing jazz party of 22 events spanning 17 days, which 
garnered the festival national attention and lavish praise, 
including DownBeat magazine's plaudits: “Creatively pro- 
grammed, top-notch and immensely successful.” 

“We renamed the event the San Francisco Jazz Festival 
vs. the Jazz in the City Festival, which was what it had been 
known as,” says Kline. “We took our chances and expanded. 
We rolled the dice on presenting various events, and it all 
worked. We reached critical mass. Seven years later in 2000 
we changed our organizational name to SFJAZZ, which was 
a turning point. That was when we decided to become a year- 
round programming organization with our Spring Season.” 

Along the way Kline and his colleagues looked at other 
presenting organizations to pick up pointers on how to 
build an infrastructure around the festival to insure its lon- 
gevity. In the early days, they looked at such local models as 
City Celebration, which presented an ethnic dance festival, 
and Tom Mazzolini’s San Francisco Blues Festival. “We also 
looked at the San Francisco Symphony, which is one of the 
most successful organizations in the world,’ Kline says. “We 
talked to people, we interviewed them about how they did 
things. In fact, we're still doing that. We're still learning” 

Kline adds that he also sought advice from New York’s 
cultural behemoth, Jazz at Lincoln Center. “That's an orga- 
nization that’s inspiring, that encouraged us that we were 
doing it right,” he says. “We didn't take their lead but were 


moving on a parallel path, working out our own version of a 
jazz presenting organization that reflected San Francisco.” 

Kline notes that the festival’s shaping is determined by 
the Bay Area’s unique personality. “We are so influenced 
by where we are,’ he says. “San Francisco has always been a 
bastion of individual thought, including the Beat poets and 
the whole Summer of Love era. San Franciscans are free- 
spirited, creative, high-tech” 

This year's festival presents more than 35 shows spread out 
over a five-week period. In addition to one-of-a-kind col- 
laborations and double bills, SFJAZZ is rolling out an array 
of global acts. “The Bay Area has people who are transplants 
from a lot of different places and diverse cultures, includ- 
ing Asian, Central and South American,” says Kline. “Jazz 
is such a wide-ranging music that we're able to present mu- 
sicians who represent the population of the area” Included 
on the calendar are shows by vocalist Dee Dee Bridgewater 
who presents her poignant and spirited Malian music proj- 
ect, Norwegian pianist Tord Gustavsen, who delivers sub- 
lime trio material, the Dutch free spirits Willem Breuker 
Kollektief (performing a live score to the classic 1926 silent 
film Faust on Halloween night), and the Latin percussion 
group Conga Kings led by the Afro-Cuban conga maestros 
Candido, “Patato” Valdes, and Giovanni Hidalgo. 


In reflecting on SFJAZZ’s major accomplishments, 
Kline beams at the mention of the SFJAZZ Collective, 
which recently concluded its fourth season. He describes 
the residency band as “an experiment that went right. Like 
everything we do, we combined good instincts with good 
research and a lot of hard work to bring this to life” The 
ensemble scored the “Rising Star Jazz Group” award in jazz 
magazine DownBeat’s 2006 Critics Poll. 

San Francisco has long been renowned as a city that

marches to a different drummer, whether it’s progressive 
politics or gay marital rights. So, it comes as no surprise 
that SFJAZZ decided to put a twist on the formation of an 
in-house ensemble. Instead of creating a repertory group 
looking backwards at the jazz canon, a la the Lincoln Center 
Jazz Orchestra, in spring 2004 SFJAZZ launched the Col- 
lective, a residency octet originally led by artistic director 
Joshua Redman to collaboratively compose new material as 
well as adventurously interpret works by contemporary jazz 
masters. [Redman took a hiatus from the group this past 
summer for two years.] 

“The group is an embodiment of SFJAZZ’s organizational 
philosophy,’ says Kline. “It’s a great project that fits with who 
we are. The group pushes forward while also looking back” 

Srinija Srinivasan, chairperson of the SFJAZZ board of 
trustees, agrees. “This group is the perfect manifestation of 
our mission,’ she says. “It expresses our belief that jazz as a 
living tradition is a constantly evolving art. It’s become the 
SFJAZZ’s ambassador group around the world.” 

Kline and Srinivasan caught the group—with new mem- 
bers Joe Lovano and Stefon Harris replacing saxophonist 
Redman and vibes player Bobby Hutcherson, respective- 
ly—on part of its European touring circuit this summer, 
including a resounding set at the Umbria Jazz Festival in 
Perugia, Italy. “I’ve been watching this project develop over 
the course of five years, and I find it amazing to see a band 
create new repertoire every year; Kline says. “There are 
eight brand-new compositions written for the band, and 
eight new arrangements of material that pay homage to a 
composer. This is breathtakingly exciting” 

“This is art at its best; adds Srinivasan. “It speaks to 
people. The group is a truly collaborative ensemble that has 
been gratifying to watch unfold.” 

The group, which convenes to compose, rehearse and 
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perform for two months each year, unveils its works in San 
Francisco, and then takes the material on the road. “It will 
never be a full-time band because all the player are lead- 
ers,” says Kline. “It exists for a very special short period of 
time during which the musicians are encouraged to com- 
pose with complete freedom.” 

Talking to DownBeat in 2006, saxophonist Miguel 
Zenon, now one of the vets of the ensemble, said that the 
Collective, while it started out as a residency project, had 
exceeded his expectations as a real-deal ensemble. “You 
don't expect something like that to happen,” he said. “But 
this is really a functioning band where every personality 
has jelled. Everyone knows each other which makes it spe- 
cial to compose with them in mind.” 

At the time, Redman cited that as key. “Everyone wrote 
great original compositions for the band this past year,” he 
said. “Maybe that’s luck or chance, but I think the growing 
familiarity among the band members makes it easier for 
us to write for the ensemble as a whole.” 


Even in the midst of its silver anniversary year, SFIAZZ 
is already looking ahead. One of its goals is to shore up 
the organization. Kline points out that what started as 
a festival with a $27,000 budget has now grown to a $5 
million operation. “A lot of our organizational focus is on 
our growth,” he says. “We're not just going to do the same 
things year in and year out; we're striving to do them bet- 
ter. We'll still be focusing on our two presenting seasons, 
the festival in the fall and the Spring Season. The Collec- 
tive will continue to grow in its impact, and we'll be mak- 
ing a bigger push with our educational outreach.” 

Kline is especially pleased with the organization's 


board members. “These people are some of the brightest - 


people I've ever met. They’re from incredible walks of life 
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and are so involved and so invigorating, he says, then 
jokes, “Its fun hanging out with people who are much 
smarter than you.” 

Srinivasan, who is the VP, Editor in Chief of Yahoo!, 
looks at the first 25 years of SFJAZZ as the building period. 
“Now we have to take steps to institutionalize it,’ she says. 
“We need to make it truly sustainable. Jazz is so important. 
It’s vital, just like all the arts are essential to a healthy soci- 
ety. I love being a part of something that promotes this.” 

As for what's ahead on the horizon, SFJAZZ is doing 
preliminary studies on building its own performance fa- 
cility in San Francisco. “We are big and entrenched and 
have proved that we're going to be presenting this festival 
for along time,’ says Kline. “But we area gypsy institution, 
moving around from venue to venue in the city. Building 
our own physical site is the logical next step. We're look- 
ing into that right now. Where that look leads us no one 
knows yet.” 

Here’s hoping that the next round of new shapes for the 
San Francisco Jazz Festival will be architectural in nature.

Silver Anniversary Encores 

Expect the unexpected when Ornette Coleman (p. 45) 
takes the Nob Hill Masonic Center stage on October 28. The 
alto saxophonist has defined the shape of jazz to come for 
almost 40 years, and his groundbreaking work is more high- 
ly revered than ever. In 2007 Coleman was honored with a 
Pulitzer Prize and a Grammy Lifetime Achievement Award. 
His latest album, Sound Grammar, was named “Jazz Album 
of the Year” in the 2007 DownBeat Critics Poll, which also 
honored Coleman as “Jazz Artist” and “Alto Saxophonist of 
the Year” The magazine justly described the tireless Coleman 
as “a searcher through and through” 

The first time Miles Davis heard Ahmad Jamal (10/21, 
p. 41), he was “knocked...out with his concept of space, 
his lightness of touch, his understatement, and the way he 
phrased notes and chords and passages.” Jamal’s innovative 
approach to the piano trio liberated his sidemen from sim- 
ply keeping a beat, creating an “orchestral” approach that the 
Village Voice described as “perhaps the first to really explore 
the sounds of silence and make them sit up and sing” 

In an only-in-S.F. meeting of space and sound, Pharoah 
Sanders (10/17, p. 37) reprises his sold-out 2006 Sacred Space 
concert at San Francisco’s magisterial Grace Cathedral. From 
his distinctive, distinguished silver beard to his plaintive, 
soulful sound, Sanders “symbolize[s] the flammability and 
spirituality of what’s called the jazz avant-garde” (San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle). Following his mid-sixties tenure with John’ 
Coltrane, Sanders continued to explore Eastern and African 


sounds on his albums Karma, Summun Bukmun Umyun, and 
Elevation. Saxophonist Ornette Coleman has called Sanders 
“probably the best tenor player in the world” 

Toots Thielemans (10/18, p. 38) has lent his joyous, 
heartfelt harmonica sound to countless recordings and film 
scores—everything from his standard “Bluesette” to the Ses- 
ame Street theme. Though his instrument is a rarity in jazz 
circles, it is his inimitable expressive ability that has garned 
Thielemans the “#1 Miscellaneous Instrument” ranking year 
after year in the DownBeat Critics Poll. He appears at the fes- 
tival in a Brazilian mood with two close musical comrades— 
anda band that debuted at the 2005 S.F Jazz Festival— pianist 
Kenny Werner and guitarist Oscar Castro-Neves, who calls 
Thielemans “full of passion and love and the most expres- 
sive, soulful, flowing improviser I’ve been fortunate enough 
to know and share the stage with” 

Two exceptional fall shows will take advantage of the 
jewel-box setting and unparalleled acoustics of the Flor- 
ence Gould Theatre at the Legion of Honor. Guitarist John 
Abercrombie (11/3, p. 48) and his Third Quartet bring a 
genre-crossing sound that “mixes chamber-improv and quiet 
free-jazz delicacies with elegiac ballads and now-you-hear-it- 
now-you-don't swing” (Guardian, U.K.). 

On his new disc, Mirror, Grammy-winning pianist Jacky 
Terrasson (10/28, p. 45) delivers his long-anticipated first 
solo set. France's Jazz Magazine calls the album “a self-por- 
trait of the artist in full maturity’ The “brilliant and spon- 
taneous” (The New York Times) pianist will draw from that 
same repertoire in a solo piano performance exclusively for 
SFJAZZ Members at the fall Festival’s SFJAZZ Members- 
only Concert. 

Legendary percussionist, bandleader, and musical patri- 
arch Pete Escovedo (10/27, p. 44) returns to S.F. as the 2007 
recipient of the SFJAZZ Beacon Award, bestowed each year

Double Bills, Singular Artistry 

Throughout its 25 years, the Festival has been known for 
innovative double bills and themed shows that reflect the 
eclectic tastes of San Francisco. The Silver Anniversary Fes- 
tival honors that tradition with a number of intriguing pair- 
ings and Festival exclusives. 

Two generations of piano masters meet when Herbie 
Hancock and Gonzalo Rubalcaba perform at the Nob Hill 
Masonic Center (11/10, p. 53). Keyboard legend Hancock 
has been a key figure in many jazz revolutions: with Miles 
Davis’ second classic quintet in the ’60s, leading the fusion- 
based Headhunters in the ’70s, and performing electro-funk 
on the hugely-popular ’80s album Future Shock. Hancock 
and his current band (featuring DownBeat Critics Poll #1 
Rising Star Guitarist” Lionel Loueke) combine these dispa- 
rate threads into a compelling musical vision, testament to 
Hancock's prodigious instrumentalism and singular vision. 
Further proof of Hancock's ear for talent is found in Cuban 
pianist Gonzalo Rubalcaba, who opens the Nob Hill Mason- 
ic Center show with a solo piano performance. His virtuosic 
technique caught Hancock's attention at a Lincoln Center ap- 
pearance in the early 90s. Since then Rubalcaba has contin- 
ued to “blend disparate strands of Cuban and American jazz 
tradition into a fresh, modern whole” (All Music Guide). 

When San Francisco and New Orleans meet, it is time 
to let the good times roll! The Festival pays tribute to one 
of Americas most vibrant cultures with “New Orleans on 
Nob Hill” (10/27, p. 43), a celebration of all things NOLA. 
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The Mardi Gras atmosphere in the Nob Hill Masonic Center 
lobby will include authentic Cajun cooking, setting the stage 
for an evening of the Crescent City’s finest music. Equal parts 
cultural ambassador and musical legend, Dr. John brings a 
powerful dose of N’awlins funk with him wherever he goes. 
The Preservation Hall Jazz Band hark back to early New Or- 
leans jazz yet their new deluxe CD, Made In New Orleans: The 
Hurricane Sessions (self-described as a “musical, visual, and 
historical exploration of Preservation Hall”) proves they are 
doing more than just preserving culture—they are keeping it 
vigorous. Big Chief Bo Dollis and his Wild Magnolias, the 
greatest of the Mardi Gras Indian tribes, are sure to fire up the 
festive atmosphere. 

Fans of the SFJAZZ Collective will not want to miss a dou- 
ble bill featuring two of the all-star octet’s leading lights, saxo- 
phonist Joe Lovano and pianist Renee Rosnes (11/8, p. 52), 
leading their own outstanding bands. Lovano, who joined 
the Collective this year for its inaugural summer tour of the 
European festival circuit, has long been renowned for “the 


__ kind of play that made one forget his prodigious technique 


and instead fall under the spell of his continually unfolding 
story line” (Los Angeles Times). Rosnes has been a stalwart 
of the Collective since its first year, offering her trademark 
balance of “delicacy and power, witty and weighted ideas, as- 
sertiveness and deference” (DownBeat). 

Kurt Elling and Nancy King (11/10, p. 55) are two very 
distinct vocalists with one integral thing in common: utter 
originality. Elling’s latest album, Nightmoves, earned him his 
eighth straight “Male Vocalist of the Year” honor in the Down- 
Beat Critics Poll. His four-octave baritone is as supple as ever, 
as are his innovative vocalese treatments of jazz standards 
like “Body and Soul” Nancy King was a regular on the San 
Francisco and West Coast jazz scene in the 60s; her remark- 
able scat chops and brilliant accompanist Steve Christoffer- 
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son make her every performance a primer on jazz vocals. 

Pianist Fred Hersch (11/1, p. 46) performs his own 
double bill at this year’s festival showcasing two sides of this 
acclaimed pianist’s talent. The evening's first half features 
Hersch’s trio with bassist Drew Gress and drummer Na- 
sheet Watts. Post intermission, Hersch welcomes two more 
esteemed sidemen, saxophonist Tony Malaby and trum- 
peter Ralph Alessi, to make up his “Trio + 2” Both groups 
highlight the unique qualities of Hersch’s work: “an inten- 
sity of intelligence and emotional directness unparalleled 
among his peers” (New Yorker). 

The son of the great pianist Thelonious Monk (who 
would have celebrated his 90" birthday this October), drum- 
mer T. S. Monk (10/24; p. 42) has established a driving, dis- 
tinct sound that mixes R&B, blues, hard bop, and funk. His 
1997 album “Monk on Monk’ was named “Best Jazz Album” 
in the DownBeat Readers Poll and he returns to the Bay Area 
on the heels of his and Jason Moran’s tribute to Thelonious’ 
“Town Hall Concert” this past spring (read more about Jason 
Morans commission in “New Works, New Artists” page X). 
“Monk acolytes, scholars and interpreters of the first order” 
(JazzTimes), the Bay Area-based Monk’s Music Trio open 
the October 24 show with their own 21*-century take on 
Monk's music. 


World Music 

Globalization and digital music have opened the world’s 
ears to a staggering variety of new grooves, but nothing can 
replace the opportunity to see influential artists live, onstage, 
right here in San Francisco. 

Swing aficionados and Latin jazz lovers alike will ap- 
plaud the pairing of two virtuoso instrumentalists: guitarist 
Dorado Schmitt and clarinetist Paquito D’Rivera (11/4, p- 
50). Schmitt's thrilling guitar runs and debonair charm are 
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fitting tributes to the grandmaster of “gypsy jazz; Django 
Reinhardt—as is the annual Django Festival he leads at New 
York's Birdland. A Grammy-winning performer and NEA 
Jazz Master, D’Rivera is “one of the premier reed stylists of 
the last 30 years” (JazzTimes). 

On Halloween, devilish delights abound on the big screen 
when maverick Dutch reedman Willem Breuker and his 
Kollektief accompany F.W. Murnau’s classic silent film, Faust 
(p. 46). Considered one of the finest examples of German Ex- 
pressionism, Faust tells an age-old story of demonic tempta- 
tion and the struggle for righteousness. Breuker’s ingenious, 
playful score breathes wry new life into the film. 

Reinvention has been a powerful theme in vocalist Dee 
Dee Bridgewater’s (10/19, p. 39) career. A winner of a Tony 
Award and multiple Grammys, Bridgewater has been praised 
as “the most charismatic and accomplished jazz vocalist on 
the scene” (San Jose Mercury News). A 2004 trip to Mali in- 
spired her recent, highly personal project, Red Earth: A Ma- 
lian Journey, which unites virtuoso Malian musicians with 
extraordinary jazz musicians from around the globe. 

Mali’s celebrated guitar culture is embodied in the pro- 
found desert blues of the late Ali Farka Touré. His influence is 
felt in the “Desert Guitar Summit,’ a unique double bill at the 
Palace of Fine Arts Theatre (11/4, p. 51) featuring Alis son 
Vieux Farka Touré and the gritty sounds of Tinariwen. Part 
of the nomadic Tuareg tribe, Tinariwen plays music that is 
both primal and sophisticated in equal measure, fusing North 
African rhythms with psychedelic-tinged electric blues, as on 
their recent release Aman Iman (“Water is Life”), which the 
BBC called “Sensational. The album of 2007” Vieux Farke 
Touré is an obvious descendent of his father, matching beau- 
tiful guitar and vocal lines with hypnotic rhythms. 

Youssou N’Dour (11/30, p. 58) is from Senegal, just west 
of Mali, though his fame extends well beyond the African 


continent. N’Dour made a now legendary guest appearance 
on Peter Gabriel's “In Your Eyes’, but it is his own imaginative 
fusion of Senegalese and Afro-Cuban rhythms with Islamic 
chanting and high-life guitar that makes his live shows such 
joyous experiences. 

Cape Verde is a small island nation just of the coast of 
Western Africa whose rich musical culture draws on Por- 
tuguese, Brazilian, and African musical roots. Sara Tavares 
(10/21, p. 41) is one of the foremost talents among the new 
generation of Cape Verdean artists building on the storied 
legacy of Cesaria Evora. A tremendously talented singer- 
songwriter, Tavares is creating “a contemporary Cape 
Verdean music that nonetheless remains firmly in touch 
with its roots” (Los Angeles Times), as on her album Balancé 
(a gold seller in the Netherlands). 

Ravi Shankar (p. 47) embodies the tradition, virtuosity, 
and legacy of classical Indian music. A master of the sitar, he 
was among the first to popularize the instrument, and he has 
continued to be an important instructor for many students, 
including his prodigiously talented daughter Anoushka 
Shankar. The father and daughter reunite on November 2 at 
the Nob Hill Masonic Center. 

Three generations of Latin percussion virtuosity take the 
stage when the Conga Kings return to the Herbst Theatre on 
November 9 (p. 53) Candido, “Patato” Valdes, and Giovanni 
Hidalgo, each a legendary conguero in his own right, com- 
bine to provide a hip-shaking immersion in “the visceral ap- 
peal of drumming and the exotic rhythms at the heart of the 
Latin jazz experience” (All About Jazz). 

Grammy-winning singer/songwriter Caetano Veloso 
(11/17, p. 57) is a Dylanesque figure in his home country of 
Brazil, revered for both his captivating songs and his lead- 
ing role in the Tropicalia movement, the genre-bending cul- 
tural explosion in ’60s Brazil that gave birth to such artists as 
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Gilberto Gil and Os Mutantes. The Nob Hill Masonic Center 
came alive for his packed appearance at the San Francisco Jazz 
Festival in 2004; expect more fireworks when Veloso returns 
to the Masonic in the wake of his rock-infused CD, Cé. 

Cristina Branco (11/11, p. 57) brings a modern edge to 
the bittersweet nostalgia of Portugal's fado, a traditional song 
form filled with stories of lovelorn passion and nautical la- 
ment. Drawing inspiration from the great Portuguese poets, 
her original songs respect the music’s acoustic foundation 
while breathing new life into the storied fado tradition. 

Tord Gustavsen (11/4, p. 50) plays straight-ahead jazz 
that draws critical comparisons to Miles Davis’ classic “Kind 
of Blue” period, but there is also an appealingly international 
element to his sound. The Norwegian pianist’s recent album 
with his trio finds him drawing on gospel, funk, and the long 
legacy of piano trios to create “a fascinating interplay between 
abstraction and gospel roots” (Billboard). 

San Francisco’s magnificent Grace Cathedral is the loca- 
tion for a special winter “Sacred Space” concert featuring 
Le Mystere des Voix Bulgares (1/25, p. 59). This Grammy- 
winning Bulgarian choir transforms centuries-old traditional 
songs with modern arrangements and transcendent harmo- 
nies, whose otherworldly reverberations are augmented by 
the Cathedral's seven-second delay. 


New Music 

From the Gold Rush to “Web 2.0”, San Francisco has long 
been on the forward end of the cutting edge. The Festival 
embraces the city’s zeitgeist by presenting a thrilling mix of 
trend-setting sounds from brand-new national and inter- 
national artists to premiere performances of new works by 
world-renowned artists. 

When Jason Moran, one of jazz's most acclaimed young 
pianists, pays tribute to quintessential modernist Thelonious 
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Monk, don't expect half-measures. “Monk is the reason I 
started playing piano,’ said Moran. “I owe him all the investi- 
gation I can do” Moran kicked off his exploration of Monks 
music with a full-scale reinterpretation of the pianist’s “Town 
Hall Concert” for the SFJAZZ 2007 Spring Season’s “Monk 
Project?” Now Moran is back with the West Coast debut of his 
multimedia performance “In My Mind: Monk at Town Hall 
1959” (11/2, p. 47). 

Kronos Quartet (10/25 & 10/26, p. 42) have championed 
new work since their formation over 30 years ago. The Quar- 
tet’s Festival program displays their range as performers and 
eclectic tastes, highlighted by the world premiere of percus- 
sionist, composer, and fellow Nonesuch artist Glenn Kotche’s 
new composition “Anomaly”. Kotche, also the drummer for 
superstar rock band Wilco, will join Kronos onstage, as will 
special guests Walter Kitundu and Dohee Lee. 

In a double bill of acclaimed Bay Area—based composer/ 
instrumentalists, Marcus Shelby and Jon Jang (p. 39) bring 
two original works inspired by powerful women to the Great 
American Music Hall on October 19. “Harriet Tubman: 
Bound for the Promised Land” is an epic oratorio featuring 
Shelby’s Jazz Orchestra and four voices that enact the story of 
the great abolitionist leader. The Jon Jang Seven and special 
guest Min Xiao-Fen, a world-renowned pipa (Chinese lute) 
virtuoso, honor local schoolteacher Alice Fong Yu—the first 
Chinese American schoolteacher in San Francisco Unified 
School District. 

Another Bay Area legend, powerhouse percussionist and 
dedicated educator John Santos, teams up with arranger John 
Calloway and the Bay’s finest student musicians, the SFJAZZ 
High School All-Stars, to premiere his major work “Tradi- 
tions in Transition,’ a suite exploring the past, present, and 
future of Afro-Latin music. 
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Debut Artists 

Bimbo's 365 Club hosts one of salsa’s biggest stars, Cuban 
singer Issac Delgado (10/20, p. 40), for the “Cuban Dance 
Party” of the year. This long-overdue Festival debut comes 
on the heels of his recent defection from his native country, 
and the release of a new album, En Primera Plana, which the 
Orlando Sentinel calls “an exuberant demonstration of salsa 
and Latin dance music.’ This is an extraordinary opportunity 
for Bay Area audiences to experience Delgado’ signature tim- 
ba sounds in the proper setting—on the dance floor at one of 
San Francisco’ most storied nightclubs. 

It is only in recent years that Chava Alberstein’s (12/9, 
p. 59) US. reputation has begun to match her celebrity in 
Israel, where she is a living legend. This platinum selling re- 
cording artist, whom The New York Times describes as “a 
thoughtful songwriter with folky roots, peaceable instincts, 
[and] a voice filled with compassion,’ gives a special winter 
concert December 9 at Herbst Theatre. 

Hailing from Israel but now a vital part of the “Downtown” 
NYC scene, Anat Cohen (10/27, p. 43) is one of the most 
promising young instrumentalists in jazz. DownBeat named 
her the “#1 Rising Star Clarinetist” in their Annual Critics Poll, 
an honor seconded by the Jazz Journalists Association award 
of “Up and Coming Clarinetist.” Cohen is also a talented saxo- 
phonist and composer influenced by Afro-Cuban, Asian, and 
European Classical music. 

Brazilian singer CéU (11/3, p. 49) earned a “Best New 
Artist” nomination at the 2006 Latin Grammys for mu- 
sic that “traverses the rich musical terrain of her country 
while updating it with hip-hop and electronic touches” 
(Billboard). The first international artist in Starbucks/Hear 
Music’s “Debut CD” series, CéU displays a genre-hopping 
sensibility that “segues easily from pop to reggae to dub in 
velvet, jazz-accented vocals” (Newsweek).

The San Francisco Chronicle recently praised John McLaughlin as 
“an authentic guitar god, a musician whos had such a vast influence 
on guitarists, whatever their genre, that to recount it all would take a 
book. He returns to the SFJAZZ stage with an electric guitar in his 
prolific hands—a return to high-flying form that even the legendary 
guitarist is enthused about. “This electric thing, it’s in my blood? 
McLaughlin told All About Jazz.” It’s undeniable; it’s like a compul- 
sion that I have to play it.” 

From the dawning days of his career, McLaughlin's virtuosic com- 
mand of the guitar has energized every project he has graced. His 
work during Miles Davis’ fusion years married jaw-dropping techni- 
cal proficiency with an unerring harmonic sense and a deep respect 
for the groove. These same characteristics became trademarks of the 
Eastern-tinged work of his groundbreaking Mahavishnu Orchestra 
and, later, Shakti, his epic collaboration with Indian tabla player Za- 
kir Hussain (with whom McLaughlin performed at the 2000 Festi- 
val’s Remember Shakti show). McLaughlin’s latest project, Industrial 
Zen, is a remarkable synthesis of his electric career, blending Eastern 
moods with everything he has learned about electronic sounds. 

As quick with a joke as he is on the fretboard, Kevin Eubanks is well 
known as Jay Lenos foil. The Philadelphia native (and brother of trom- 
bonist Robin and trumpeter Duane) toured with legendary drummers 
Art Blakey and Roy Haynes and has led his own group since the early 
80s. He and tonight’s drummer, Marvin “Smitty” Smith” also made a 
legendary album with Dave Holland, Extensions.

Meditative. Awe-inspiring. Spiritual: All adjectives that apply equally 
to saxophonist Pharoah Sanders and San Francisco’s Grace Cathe- 
dral. Tonight the saxophonist officially opens the 25" Anniversary 
San Francisco Jazz Festival in another magical meeting of space and 
sound. (The concert reprises Sanders’ sold out “Sacred Space” con- 
cert in the 2006 SFJAZZ Spring Season.) 

Grace is, in many ways, the perfect venue for Sanders, whose deep 
commitmentto his art transcends the idea of music as a career. “Ev- 
erything you do has to mean something, has to be more than just 
notes,’ Sanders once told jazz journalist Nat Hentoff. 

Born in Little Rock, Arkansas, after high school Sanders relocated 
to the Bay Area. It was in San Francisco that he first met John Col- 
trane, a relationship that would lead to Sanders joining the legend- 
ary saxophonist’s band from 1965 until his death in 1967. In that 
seminal free jazz era, Coltrane recognized a fellow spirit in Sanders. 
“He liked my qualities as a person and that’s the reason why he let me 
play with him,’ Sanders told All About Jazz in 1999. “It wasn't what 
I was doing musically or my instrument or anything like that. He let 
me play whatever I wanted to play:” 

Sanders has persisted in that single-minded devotion to his per- 
sonal sound in his career as a leader, working in both large and small 
groups and drawing heavily on Indian and African influences. He 
retains much of the beefy R&B sound of his youth, but credits Or- 
nette Coleman with guiding him towards the freer sounds exhibited 
on his landmark late-’60s and early-’70s albums Karma, Deaf Dumb 
Blind (Summun Bukmun Umyun), and Black Unity. More recently, 
he has recorded with master Gnawa musician Mahmoud Guinia, 
bassist and producer Bill Laswell, and gained a new generation of 
fans via 1994’s hip-hop—meets-jazz benefit album Red Hot + Cool.

BRAZILIAN MOODS 


TOOTS THIELEMANS W/ KENNY WERNER & 
OSCAR CASTRO-NEVES

Toots Theilemans returns to San Francisco with the all-star band he 
debuted at the 2000 San Francisco Jazz Festival. Featuring Brazilian 
guitarist Oscar Castro-Neves and Thielemans’ long-time accompa- 
nist, pianist Kenny Werner, this Brazilian-tinged trio has proved an 
ideal setting for Mr. Thielemans’ heartfelt, melodic style. 

A pioneering musician, Thielemans single-handedly developed 
the harmonica as a solo instrument in jazz. The Belgian’s virtuosic 
technique and “exuberantly expressive voice” (The New York Times) 
have allowed him to span numerous musical styles, from bebop to 
bossa nova. Originally a guitarist, Ihielemans devoted himself full 
time to the harmonica in the early 50s, when he jammed with jazz 
luminary Charlie Parker. His song “Bluesette” became an instant jazz 
standard and soon his distinctive sounds were everywhere: on the 
soundtracks to Breakfast at Tiffany’s and Midnight Cowboy; playing 
the theme to the PBS children’s show Sesame Street; and as a part of 
Quincy Jones’ early-’70s big band. Thieleman’s own recorded output 
continued to expand with explorations of gypsy swing, hard bop, 
and the sounds of Brazil. 

Castro-Neves was at the vanguard of the Bossa Nova movement. 
His breakthrough hit, “Chora Tua Tristeza,” (recorded when he was 
only 16) led him to a gig at New York’s Carnegie Hall in 1962. Jazz 
critic Leonard Feather called Castro-Neves “incapable of creating a 
dull moment, but that is an understatement: He is only capable of 
generating rhythmic, harmonic and melodic joy.” 

Werner is an accomplished accompanist (most notably with film 
and Broadway star Betty Buckley and Brazilian singer Claudia Villela) 
and bandleader whose groups have included such top-flight musi- 
cians as Joe Lovano, Marc Johnson, Joey Baron, and Brian Blade. The 
New York Times calls Werner “a clear virtuoso, and when he solos 
there’s wit everywhere, with clichés dragged out of the closet to poke 
fun at or rhythmic bumps added for humor.”

RED EARTH: A MALIAN JOURNEY 


DEE DEE BRIDGEWATER 
HERBST THEATRE

A phenomenally talented vocalist, actress, and humanitarian, 


Dee Dee Bridgewater has been lauded at every turn in her four-de-_ 


cade career. Her work as Glinda the Good Witch in the Broadway 
smash The Wiz landed her a Tony Award in 1975. In 1998 she re- 
ceived two Grammy Awards for her tribute to the immortal Ella 
Fitzgerald, Dear Ella. And in 2007 she was honored as a Comman- 
deur de l’Ordre des Arts et des Lettres from the French Ministry of 
Culture. (Bridgewater has lived in France since 1974.) 

Her new album, Red Earth: A Malian Journey, opens a new chap- 
ter in Bridgewater's career by going back to her roots. “I decided to 
let the musical universe be my guide,’ Bridgewater said upon the 
August 2007 release of her new album. “Africa was calling, but I was 
not sure which part of Africa. Not until I heard a particular music, 
from a particular land, did the call become distinctively clear.” 

That land was Mali, the West African country whose musical cul- 
ture bears a significant influence on American music, especially that 
of the blues. Bridgewater originally visited the country in her role as a 
United Nations ambassador, but it was the music that drew her back. 
“Every time I head music from Mali, it struck a chord in my body, like, 
‘I know this music!” she said. “And toward the end of 2003 I said to my 
husband, ‘I need to go to Mali” With the help of master Malian musi- 
cian Cheick-Tidiane Seck she assembled a group of Malian musicians 
and merged them with a jazz-based rhythm section. 

As the UK’s Guardian says of Red Earth: “This is not simply world 
music, but world music interpreted by one of jazzs leading vocalists 
who succeeds in creating a spiritual unity between two diverse styles 
of music without sacrificing the integrity of either”

Shelby continues his musical exploration of the African Ameri- 
can experience with tonight’s work, “Harriet Tubman: Bound for the 
Promised Land; an oratorio inspired by Kate Clifford Larson’s 2003 
biography of the storied abolitionist leader. 

“Reading Larson's book, all these things popped open, and I saw 
that Tubman had a unique relationship to music,’ Shelby said to the 
San Francisco Chronicle. “She would sing hymns and work songs that 
were coded to alert slaves about where to meet and when she was 
leaving...Using these devices, she was acting very much like a jazz 
musician in how she communicated.” 

It is fitting that the world premiere of Jang’s new work, “Unbound 
Chinatown: A Tribute to Alice Fong Yu” take place in San Francisco. 
A groundbreaking educator, Yu was the first Chinese-American 
teacher in the San Francisco Unified School District. The new work 
integrates the music of 1930s China (including a guest appearance 
by pipa master Min Xiao-Fen) and the United States.

ISSAC DELGADO 
BIMBQ’S 365 CLUB

Hailed as the Latin answer to Frank Sinatra, Issac Delgado embarks 
on his first U.S. tour since his 2006 defection from Cuba behind a 
powerful new album, En Primera Plana. The Miami Herald loves the 
new disc: “Delgado combines a uniquely smooth, rich, expressive 
voice that really brings out the sweetness of a melody, with Cuban 
swing and a sharply propelled, effortlessly intricate sense of rhythm, 
an exciting singer whos deliciously easy to listen to.’ 

In his native Cuba, Delgado is a massive star, famed for his smooth 
delivery and innovative approach to salsa music. His band NG La 
Banda was influential in developing the distinctive timba sound (a 
mix of latin jazz, disco, funk, and hip hop) and Delgado’s solo record- 
ings with Gonzalo Rubalcaba earned the vocalist a number of EGREM 
prizes, the Cuban equivalent of the Grammy. However, Delgado grew 
frustrated by the restrictions in his native country, and he and his fam- 
ily quietly defected to the US., settling in Florida last year. 

“Being here doesn’t give me any greater control over things, such 
as whether I can get on the radio to play my songs or not; Delgado 
told the Los Angeles Times. “The only thing I can control is myself 
and my willingness to work and expose my music a little more to 
the public, which will have the last word. That’s the biggest censor an 
artist can have—the public that listens to your music.” 

Two Latin Grammy nominations (for Best Salsa Album and 
Best Tropical Song, “La Mujer Que Mas Te Duele) and audiences 
dancing in the aisles at his recent Playboy Jazz Festival prove that 
Delgado’s message is coming across loud and clear.

NEW SOUNDS OF CAPE VERDE 


SARA TAVARES 
FLORENCE GOULD THEATRE, LEGION OF HONOR

For years, the music of Cape Verde was a little-known pleasure in 
North American circles. A gorgeous mix of Portuguese, African, and 
Brazilian cultures, the music reflects the cultural heritage of this is- 
land nation off the west coast of Africa, a way station on 18'-century 
trading and slavery routes. The global success of Cesaria Evora—the 
grande dame of Cape Verdean music—gave the country widespread 
cultural influence. Now a new generation of musicians has built on 
Evora’s success, expanding the sonic range and subject matter of tra- 
ditional Cape Verdean music. 

Sara Tavares is a shining exemplar of the trend, a musician 
who “has the potential to become a breakout world music star” 
(Los Angeles Times). Born in Portugal to Cape Verdean parents, 
Tavares sings in crioulo, the language of Cape Verde, but her music 
reflects a more urban, contemporary mindset. At the age of 16, she 
won two Portuguese television music contests, but the singer-song- 
writer traded this early pop stardom for a style that draws on hip- 
hop, funk, and reggae, as well as traditional Cape Verdean styles. 

The title of her most recent album (and U.S. debut), Balancé, re- 
flects the challenge of juggling many influences. It was named to the 
Los Angeles Times “Best of 2006” list, and The New York Times praised 
Tavares’ ability to mix different genres on the album: “She never forces 
anything. Fusions that could easily turn out to be self-conscious and 
contrived turn out sounding supple and spontaneous instead.” 

For Tavares, the mixing of styles reflects her personal feeling 
about growing up between Cape Verde and Lisbon. “[My music] is a 
lot about finding one’s self, and about freedom in yourself,’ Tavares 
told the Boston Herald. “It’s about saying that each human being is 
unique in their own way, and beautiful in their own right. I’m cel- 
ebrating that in my music”

PIANO JAZZ LEGEND 


AHMAD JAMAL 
HERBST THEATRE 


“The most exciting, creative keyboard artist living.”

Ahmad Jamal’s work has altered the concept of what a piano trio can 
be. With a canny use of dynamics, Jamal liberated the bass and drums 
from strict rhythm keeping, using the instruments instead as a com- 
poser might use an orchestra, wringing drama and contrast from ev- 
ery song. Miles Davis counted Jamal as a formative influence on his 
famous late-’60s quintet and noted jazz critic Stanley Crouch ranks 
Jamal among jazz masters like Duke Ellington and Thelonious Monk. 

It makes sense that such a forward-thinking player began his life 
as a musical prodigy. Jamal was playing piano by the age of three and 
joined the musician’s union at 14. “Music chose me. I didn't choose 
it? Jamal told All About Jazz. “When you start playing at three, you 
really haven't made any choice.” 

By the time he was in his 20s, the Pittsburgh native had moved to 
Chicago and recorded the revolutionary Chamber Music of New Jazz 
as well as the classic Ahmad Jamal at the Pershing: But Not for Me, 
which yielded the breakthrough hit “Poinciana.” An NEA Jazz Master, 
Jamal has recorded consistently throughout his career, enjoying regu- 
lar bursts of acclaim as he has experimented with strings, large groups, 
and electric piano. On his most recent recording, After Fajr, “Jamal 
is just as dapper, graceful, musical, dramatic and sensitive to his sur- 
roundings as ever” (Guardian, UK). Or, as Pop Matters said: “The trio, 
with Idris Mohammed on drums and James Cammack on bass, purrs 
and roars. This has always been the band’s great strength -- an ability 
to be either big or little depending on what’s required by Mr. Jamal’ 
ingenious and alert arrangements.” Expect the same from this excep- 
tional group at this reprise of their 2006 Festival performance.

MONK’S MUSIC 
T.S. MONK SEXTET; MONK’S MUSIC TRIO 
GREAT AMERICAN MUSIC HALL

Tonight SFJAZZ celebrates what would have been jazz pianist 
Thelonious Monk’s 90°-birthday year, with two combos that cel- 
ebrate Monk’s enduring music and influence. 

T.S. Monk has accomplished the tricky feat of honoring his fa- 
ther’s legacy while carving out his own distinctive career. He began 
performing in his father’s trio in the ’70s, ventured into R&B in the 
80s, and, since 1992, has led an acclaimed sextet—called “one of the 
most consistently satisfying jazz groups (All Music Guide)—that uni- 
fies his wide stylistic range. A 1997 tribute to his father, Monk on 
Monk, won “#1 Album” in the DownBeat Reader’s Poll and was also 
named “Recording of the Year” by the New York Jazz Awards. T.S. 
Monk also established the Thelonious Monk Institute of Jazz to sup- 
port music education and other youth programs for students across 
the United States. 

Monk’s Music Trio has been celebrating Thelonious’ music at 
the Richmond District's Simple Pleasures Cafe every Monday night 
since 1999, a tenure that explains the band’s remarkable cohesion. 
“While practicing your instrument and rehearsals are necessary, in 
my opinion, the best way to mature and develop as a jazz musician 
is in front of an audience,’ said drummer and bandleader Chuck 
Bernstein, who is joined in the band by pianist and musical director 
Si Perkoff and bassist Sam Bevan. The group has released four criti- 
cally celebrated albums, including their latest, Monk on Mondays. All 
About Jazz said of their debut, Harmony of Odd Numbers, “Bernstein 
and Perkoff could teach (and have taught) younger musicians a thing 
or two, as they play with wisdom and a deep knowledge of the mu- 
sic...This trio simply does Monk justice”

He wrote the 
piece at the request of Harrington, and was pleased to expand his 
compositional palette beyond percussion. “Some parts are beauti- 
ful? Kotche said, “things I couldn't play on drums. That’s the way 
I treated the whole thing: four players in the quartet. I have each 
player to act like a limb to explore rhythmic ideas. If I could have 
a violin be my right hand and a cello be my left foot, what would it 
sound like?” 

There are also three San Francisco premieres: an arrangement of 
Amon Tobin's “Bloodstone” by Stephen Prutsman; “Sinawi” by Dohee 
Lee (who also guests on vocals); and a Randall Woolf arrangement of 
Thelonious Monk's “Round Midnight.” Multi-instrumentalist Walter 
Kitundu will also be a featured guest on his “Cerulean Sweet III, a 
tribute to jazz bassist and composer Charles Mingus. 

Completing the program is music by composers Raymond Scott 
(“Twilight in Turkey”), John Zorn (selections from “The Dead Man’), 
Ram Narayan “Alap” from Raga Mishra Bhairavi, and rock songwrit- 
er and Television frontman Tom Verlaine (“Marquee Moon’).

Multi-reedist Anat Cohen has been gathering praise since she ar- 
rived in New York in 1999 for her work with Diva, the all-female 
big band, the Brazilian-based Choro Ensemble, and her own solo 
performances. DownBeat named her “#1 Rising Star Clarinetist” in 
both the 2006 and 2007 Critics Polls. She co-founded a record la- 
bel (Anzic Records), which has just released two Cohen-led albums, 
Noir (with the Anzic Orchestra) and Poetica. And the press has tak- 
en notice of her expansive talent, with the Washington Post calling 
Cohen “one of the brightest, most original young instrumentalists in 
jazz, and All About Jazz singling out “her sweet melodic sensibilities 
and deft way with harmonies and rhythm” 

Cohen was immersed in jazz music from an early age in her home 
city, Tel Aviv, Israel. Not only was her father a huge fan of Frank 
Sinatra, but her older brother, Yuval, was already learning Charlie 
Parker licks on the saxophone. (Her brother Avishai is also a noted 
trumpet player.) After playing with the Israeli Air Force Band, Cohen 
enrolled at Berklee College of Music (Yuval lived across the hall), 
where she developed a taste for a wide variety of musical forms. “I 
met many people who played music from their own country... was 
inspired to explore world music, starting with the music of South 
America, in detail” 

This afternoon Cohen focuses on her Poetica repertoire. The 
2007 album features Israeli folk tunes, a Jacques Brel chanson, 
some Brazilian choro, Cohen’s own compositions, and a stunning 
reinterpretation of John Coltrane's “Lonnie’s Lament.” “I really 
got a kick out of thinking, let’s play it on clarinet,’ Cohen says. 
“Let’s pay tribute to one of my idols without trying to imitate him.” 
Spoken like a true individual.

Virtuoso percussionist, innovative bandleader, consummate sideman, 
and tireless educator, Pete Escovedo is the recipient of the 2007 SFJAZZ 
Beacon Award.

Alto saxophonist Ornette Coleman has defined the shape of jazz 
to come for almost 40 years, and his groundbreaking work is more 
highly revered than ever. In 2007 Coleman was honored with a 
Pulitzer Prize and a Grammy Lifetime Achievement Award. His 
latest album, Sound Grammar, was named “Jazz Album of the Year” 
in the 2007 DownBeat Critics Poll, which also honored Coleman as 
“Jazz Artist” and “Alto Saxophonist of the Year” The magazine justly 
described the tireless Coleman as “a searcher through and through.” 

That exploration began in Fort Worth, Texas, where Coleman got 
his start as a gutbucket R&B player. He moved to Los Angeles in the 
50s, where he honed his distinctive alto style and began to explore 
new ideas about group improvisation and harmony. Trumpeter Don 
Cherry, Ornette’s longtime sideman, said of Coleman's music at the 
time: “I thought Ornette’s music was a language that I didn’t quite 
understand, but I think I could see the purity of it. 

So did much of the jazz world when Coleman arrived in New 
York in the late 50s. Coltrane took lessons from him; Sonny Rollins 
retired to the Williamsburg Bridge to reckon with the new “free 
jazz”; and the critics, whether positively or negatively, could not stop 
talking about him. It is a trend that has defined his career, through 
his groundbreaking Atlantic albums, his electric band Prime Time, 
and his symphonic work “Skies of America.” 

Tonight is the San Francisco debut of Coleman’s new quintet, fea- 
turing three bassists and his drummer son Denardo. He played New 
York’s Carnegie Hall last year with a similar grouping and the music, 
in The New York Times’ words, exuded “Mr. Coleman's sound: still 
unusual and provocative, a thing with its own breath and life force.”

F.W. Murnau’s 1926 masterpiece Faust is a classic of German 
Expressionist cinema. This supernatural tale, recounting Faust’s 
temptation by the devilish Mephistopheles, is a visually entrancing 
feast of otherwordly shadows and metaphysical drama. Of Murnau 
and Faust, Roger Ebert says: “He was an original, and no one else 
ever made films that looked like his. They are strange and haunted; 
you reflect that if such satanic dealings were possible, they would 
probably look very much like this.” 

For this special, spooky Halloween performance, the 10-piece 
Willem Breuker Kollektief accompany the film with Willem Breu- 
ker’s devilishly entertaining score. Music’s theatrical side has always 
appealed to Breuker. His work, ranging from full-scale theatrical 
productions to a cello work for Yo-Yo Ma, draws from the jazz and 
classical idioms, but the reedsman also incorporates a hearty vaude- 
villian streak into his music. The jury for the VPRO/Boy Edgar prize 
(the most prestigious Dutch jazz award) said of Breuker: “His versa- 
tility—that from the very beginning was due to his insatiable curios- 
ity for all forms of musical expression—is not characterized by mere 
eclecticism or post-modern weariness. He must be considered more 
in terms of a constant desire to surpass existing musical boundaries 
that often lead to a certain inflexibility” 

The Kollektief will be performing Willem Breuker’s original score to 
Faust. This piece is conducted by Leonard van Goudoever. Mr. Breuker 
will not be performing as he is unable to travel due to health concerns.

Called “a poet of a pianist” by The New Yorker, Fred Hersch has 
long surrounded himself with some of the best musicians in jazz, 
and tonight he brings some of his longtime collaborators (including 
drummer Nasheet Waits and trumpeter Ralph Alessi) to explore two 
distinct sides of his artistic vision: one set showcasing his acclaimed 
trio work, the second throwing a spotlight on his “Trio + 2” 

A classically trained pianist, Hersch graduated from the New 
England Conservatory of Music in the late "70s. He quickly became 
an in-demand sideman in New York for jazz legends including saxo- 
phonists Stan Getz and Jane Ira Bloom and harmonica player Toots 
Thielemans. His own recording career, launched in the mid-’80s, has 
seen him, in addition to working with his trio, work as an accom- 
panist, as heard on his recent Grammy-nominated collaboration 
with Nancy King, Live at the Jazz Standard with Fred Hersch. He also 
has the distinct honor of being the first pianist to perform solo for a 
whole week at New York City’s legendary Village Vanguard. 

“Tve worked very hard on the sound I get from the piano,’ Hersch 
told All About Jazz, “and hopefully that sound resonates with people, 
and they get an emotional reaction, and I play with a great deal of 
emotion. It’s just who I am.” 

In addition to his busy performing schedule, Hersch is a widely ac- 
claimed classical, jazz, and art song composer. He set Walt Whitman's 
Leaves of Grass to music for octet and two voices (one of whom, Kurt 
Elling, performs November 10 at this year’s Festival along with Nancy 
King), and has worked with vocalist and lyricist Norma Winstone. 
He was the recipient of a prestigious Guggenheim Fellowship as well 
as numerous commissions from the Gilmore Keyboard Festival, the 
Doris Duke Foundation, the Miller Theatre at Columbia University, 
the Gramercy Trio, and the Brooklyn Youth Chorus.

Tonight, Jason Moran presents the West Coast Premiere of his 
original multi-media piece “In My Mind: Monk at Town Hall, 1959? 
co-commissioned by SFJAZZ and Duke University. The culmination of 
Moran’s yearlong tribute to composer/pianist Thelonious Monk, begun 
in this year’s SFJAZZ Spring Season, this concert takes place just weeks 
after what would have been Monks 90th birthday (October 10). 

Monk’s body of work has played a particularly vital role in 
Moran's musical development. Moran has played the piano since the 
age of six, but it was Monk’s music—specifically, a solo rendition of 
“Round Midnight”—that convinced the teenage Moran to study 
jazz. After working with pianists Jaki Byard, Muhal Richard Abrams, 
and Andrew Hill in Manhattan, Moran launched his acclaimed trio, 
the Bandwagon. He was subsequently named Playboy Magazine's 
first “Jazz Artist of the Year” He has also received honors in numer- 
ous DownBeat Critics Poll “Rising Star” categories, including “Jazz 
Artist,’ “Pianist,” and “Composer.” 

SFJAZZ approached Moran last year about recreating Monk’s fa- 
mous 1959 Town Hall concert for a performance in May 2007. Moran 
conceived of a larger conceptual project that would reflect upon the 
man himself, his history and his creative process. “It's much larger 
than a tribute project,” he told the Boston Globe. “Monk is the reason 
I started playing piano. I owe him all the investigation I can do.” 

To that end, Moran spent time in Duke University’s extensive 
Monk archive and visited Monk’s birthplace in the nearby town 
of Rocky Mount, North Carolina. Tonight’s performance is the as- 
tonishing result, an octet performance with video projections plus 
sound clips of Monk rehearsing his band for the now-legendary 
Town Hall performance.

Ravi Shankar is a musician of towering worldwide importance. 
A virtuoso sitarist and pioneering composer of Indian classical music, 
Shankar earned global renown for boundary-crossing work like 1972's 
The Concert for Bangladesh with George Harrison (who dubbed Shan- 
kar “the Godfather of World Music”), Bob Dylan, and Eric Clapton, 
and his “Concerto for Sitar and Orchestra; commissioned and per- 
formed by the London Symphony Orchestra under Andre Previn. His 
score for the Academy Award-winning film Gandhi earned Shankar 
an Oscar and a Grammy nomination. And in recent years he has con- 
tinued to explore new sounds, collaborating with tabla master Zakir 
Hussain and composer Philip Glass. “Still a musical miracle worker? 
writes the UK’s Guardian, Shankar's sitar playing “sounds like a an ec- 
static communion between man and God.” 

Shankar's reputation is further bolstered by his most famous stu- 
dent, his daughter Anoushka. When she was only seven, Anoushka 
received a custom-made, scaled-down sitar from her father. By the 
time she made her first public performance at the age of 13, in New 
Delhi, India, she was displaying prodigious skill. Some of this mete- 
oric rise can be attributed to her teacher, but even the elder Shankar 
recognizes that her extraordinary musical gift is rooted in something 
more ineffable. “Anoushka has indeed a rare talent,” he said. “There 
is something spiritual in the way she plays...she feels the music and 
gives in to it” 

The exceptional musicianship and close communion between this 
father and daughter team displayed on the 2000 Grammy-winning 
album, Full Circle/Live at Carnegie Hall, was also featured in a 2005 
SFJAZZ Spring Season concert. As Time Magazine noted of the pair, 
“When it comes to their passion for keeping Indian classical music 
alive, the Shankars hit the same note.”

JOHN ABERCROMBIE WITH MARK FELDMAN, 
SCOTT COLLEY AND JOEY BARON

When it comes to modern jazz guitarists, John Abercrombie’s name 
is always singled out among connoisseurs and scholars. Coming of 
musical age in the mid-’60s, this Berklee-schooled fretman was de- 
veloping his post-bop-influenced sound just as jazz and rock were 
starting to commingle. 

‘The New York native got his start in bands led by organist Johnny 
“Hammond” Smith and drummers Chico Hamilton and Billy 
Cobham, playing in the latter’s Spectrum band. For his first release 
as a leader on the ECM label in 1974, Abercrombie led a charged 
trio with keyboardist Jan Hammer and drummer Jack DeJohnette. 
Now with nearly 50 contributions to the ECM label under his 
own name—plus his long-running collaboration in the jazz “su- 
pergroup” Gateway with DeJohnette and bassist Dave Holland— 
Abercrombie is considered one of the patriarchs of the ethereal, 
entrancing ECM sound. 

Since 2002, Abercrombie has led a quartet that explores the 
unique format of electric and acoustic guitar, violin, double bass, 
and drums. “I’ve always wanted to play with a violin,” the guitarist 
recently told DownBeat, “but I didrrt want to play Django Reinhardt 
-Stephane Grappelli music because I can't do that. The idea was to 
create a modern-guitar violin sound.” 

‘That sound can be heard to captivating effect on The Third Quartet 
(2007), Abercrombie’s latest ECM CD, which included two of the 
virtuoso musicians appearing with Abercrombie today, violinist 
Mark Feldman and drummer Joey Baron. (Acclaimed bassist Scott 
Colley performs this afternoon, while Marc Johnson played in the 
recording session.) All About Jazz calls the release “an album of ex- 
traordinary transcendence that defies glib categorization; such is the 
supreme appeal of his music.” As Abercrombie himself noted of this 
music: “One of the interesting things about it is that when we do 
improvise freely, it doesnt sound like free-jazz. It sounds more like 
chamber music” (as quoted in DownBeat).

As a living art form, jazz stretches and morphs in unexpected di- 
rections. Tonight’s two headline artists, both based in the Bay Area, 
are leading the way in exploring the regions where vocal jazz meets 
popular music. 

In addition to having an ease with the Great American Song- 
book and penning compelling originals, vocalist-songwriter Jacqui 
Naylor's calling card is “acoustic smashing.” Inspired by “mash ups,” 
in which two or more recorded tracks are either interpolated or 
layered on top of one another to create a new musical entity, Naylor's 
acoustic smashes pair the lyrics of a contemporary song with the 
melody of a jazz standard—or vice-versa. 

When a fresh-faced and well-dressed young man sings “Lush 
Life” in a nightclub setting, eyebrows are sure to be raised. But when 
it is singer-songwriter Spencer Day singing Billy Strayhorn’s hymn 
of jament, those questionable looks are bound quickly to melt into 
nods of approval. For Day brings not only a respect for standards to 
the bandstand and recording studio but also a pathos-filled under- 
standing of the sentiment that drives the lyrics. 

A onetime contestant on the revamped version of Star Search and 
SF Weekly’s “Crooner of the Year,” Day brings over four dozen origi- 
nals plus a keen understanding of the history of jazz and popular 
vocals to tonight’s concert. He released an independent EP anda CD 
and has worked with the eclectic Turtle Island String Quartet. As 
both an interpreter of timeless songs and an author new tunes, Day 
combines classic and cool with envious ease.

In Portuguese, CéU means sky and this young Brazilian artist makes 
expansive, eclectic music that is most certainly a breath of fresh air. 
Born Maria do Céu Whitaker Pocas, CéU has been hailed as “the 
future of Brazilian Popular Music” by Journal do Brasil and garnered 
a 2006 Latin Grammy nomination for “Best New Artist.” 

Though still in her early twenties, CéU already has a broad 
range of musical experience. Her father, a well-known composer, 
arranger, and musicologist in the family’s home city, Sao Paolo, in- 
troduced her to Brazil’s classical and traditional music composers 
and encouraged CéU’s violao (a Brazilian guitar) and music theory 
studies. During a brief stint in New York, CéU fell under the spell 
of the hip-hop and jazz sounds of Erykah Badu, Lauryn Hill, and 
Billie Holiday. She also ran into a distant cousin, Antonio Pinto, 
who, once CéU returned to Brazil, would become the co-producer 
of her eponymous debut album. 

That same disc made an auspicious entrance in the U.S., as the 
first international album on Starbucks Hear Music Debut CD se- 
ries. Rooted in bossa and samba rhythms and the new underground 
sound of Sao Paolo, the music makes elegant, sometimes daring use 
of hip-hop, jazz, and reggae rhythms, particularly on her cover of 
Bob Marley’s “Concrete Jungle.” “I think when you write a song it’s to 
sing in whatever place it’s sung in,” CéU said of her choice to tackle 
such a well-known song. “I think the song just has to fly, and music 
is from the universe, it’s not something that, oh, no, I won't record 
that song because it’s Marley. I think Marley maybe would be happy 
to see a girl that loves his music and loves Jamaican music wants to

Call it three to the power of three: pianist Tord Gustavsen’s trio with 
bassist Harald Johnsen and drummer Jarle Vespestad began releasing 
a deeply appreciated album trilogy in ’03, when its leader was 33. 

The debut album was called Changing Places, and it signaled the 
arrival of a longtime sideman and his peer group of equals. Reflec- 
tive and searching, Gustavsen’s baker’s dozen originals represented 
a new era in so-called Nordic jazz, which was sonically open in a 
disciplined yet free-flowing manner. It was the “ECM sound” for 
a new generation. Stereophile Magazine called the disc “an instant 
classic...the least grandstanding great jazz album since Miles Davis’ 
Kind of Blue.” The Gustavsen Trio’s sophomore effort, The Ground, 
followed two years later, and this year’s Being There rounds out the 
acclaimed trilogy. 

A student of social studies and musicology at the University 
of Oslo and of jazz at the Conservatory of Music in Trondheim, 
Gustavsen had gigged extensively in Scandinavia before his trio 
signed with ECM (the label of such storied pianists as Keith Jarrett 
and Paul Bley). Johnsen and Vespestad have been equally in demand 
throughout the northern European jazz scene, playing in both tradi- 
tional and avant-garde settings. 

Yet all three tend to shine the brightest when playing in a trio 
setting with one another, constructing what has been dubbed their 
“Nordic-Caribbean-gospel-bluesy” sound. 

In a review of a 2005 trio performance in Birmingham (UK), The 
Times, London. wrote, “As evenings of quiet intensity go, they don't 
come much more quiet or intense than a set by the Norwegian pianist 
Tord Gustavsen....(H)e placed beautifully crafted, delicate melodies 
over the subtle drum rhythms of Jarle Vespestad and the bass of Harald 
Johnsen.....(A)t the end, one feels cleansed, refreshed and renewed.”

The swinging sounds of pre-war Paris come alive in this superb pairing 
of jazz maestros Dorado Schmitt and Paquito D’Rivera—both paying 
tribute to another legendary figure, guitarist Django Reinhardt. 

“Gypsy jazz,’ the infectious, toe-tapping fusion of folk melodies 
and the popular French musette sounds, sprang from the fingers of 
Reinhardt, a Manouche gypsy whose name has become synonymous 
with this infectious, toe-tapping music ever since. Guitar and violin 
maestro Schmitt carries on the Reinhardt legacy as an instrumental- 
ist, composer, and fellow Manouche. 

Asa child in France, Schmitt would listen to Reinhardt’s music, 
patiently trying to puzzle out the master’s blazing guitar work. “Be- 
cause the music of Django is very energetic. You have to have a lot of 
physical strength,” Schmidt told Fiddler Magazine. Like Reinhardt, 
whose hand was partially paralyzed in a caravan fire, Schmitt suf- 
fered a huge setback to his musical career when an automobile acci- 
dent left him in a coma. Drawing on the same ingenuity and tenacity 
displayed by his idol, he relearned the instrument, patiently regain- 
ing his virtuosic touch. Now Schmitt and his band headline the an- 
nual Django Reinhardt Festival at Birdland in New York, the first 
stateside festival to celebrate the guitar legend’s legacy. 

NEA Jazz Master and Kennedy Center “Living Jazz Legend” 
award-winner Paquito D’Rivera last appeared in the 2006 SFJAZZ 
Spring Season. A founding member of two pioneering Cuban 
groups, the Orquestra Cubana de Musica Moderna and Irakere, 
D’Rivera left his native country for the United States in 1980. 
Bandleaders like Dizzy Gillespie and McCoy Tyner snapped him 
up before D’Rivera branched out on his own in a career that has 
seen him win eight Grammy awards—and counting. His latest al- 
bum, Funk Tango, on which D’Rivera plays with “extroverted vig- 
or” (The New York Times) has been nominated as “Best Latin Jazz 
Album” for this year’s Latin Grammys.

Brought to the southern U.S. via slave routes, West Africans in- 
troduced their musical traditions into a fledgling North American 
musical stew. The subsequent blues, jazz, and rock & roll styles that 
developed have since been exported back to Africa and, in turn, have 
inspired new generations of musicians there—as exemplified by the 
two genre- and ocean-crossing headliners sharing tonight's bill. 

Tinariwen’s three founding members met in the early 1980s as 
teenagers who were exiled to southern Algeria and then conscript- 
ed into Muammar Qaddafi’s’s Tuareg training camps in Libya. In 
creating Tinariwen’s original musical style of “Tishoumaren,’ they 
replaced traditional acoustic lutes and flutes with western rock in- 
struments such as electric guitars and drum kits. 

As The Guardian (UK) summed up the group’s standing on the 
international music scene: “Nurtured in exile, raised in conflict and 
driven underground, where they achieved legendary status, Tinari- 
wen are the kind of band that generations of Western rebel rockers: 
could only dream of being” 

Tinariwen and singer-songwriter-guitarist-percussionist Vieux 
Farka Touré share one obvious influence: the latter’s late father, 
legendary guitarist-vocalist Ali Farka Touré. London's Independent 
called Vieux’s eponymous 2007 debut CD “a timeless piece of work 
that...subtly bridges the gap between old and new, adding hints of 
reggae and rock, but always maintaining a profoundly Malian feel.” 
Or, as Billboard proclaimed: “Vieux Farka Touré has taken up where 
his father left off with the release of this sublime debut album.”

In this 25th Anniversary season, the Festival continues to look for- 
ward to jazz's future even as it reflects on the music’s glorious past. In 
Happy Apple and Kneebody, one can hear two exiting sounds of the 
present that promise to help shape the future. 

Whether rocking with authority, or engaging in the kind of in- 
teractive improvisation that comes with years of playing together, 
Happy Apple embraces developments from the past 40 years in both 
jazz and popular music. The group can be described—loosely—as a 
classic saxophone trio with bass and drums. The elasticicity of that 
definition becomes obvious as saxophones are swapped for key- 
boards and bass guitars traded for electric six-strings. And, as he’s 
known to do with his other band, The Bad Plus, drummer Dave King 
often adds some actual toys into the sonic mix, including the band’s 
Fisher Price namesake. 

Drawing on both classical and electronic influences, Kneebody 
is a bi-coastal acoustic-electric jazz ensemble. The core quartet met 
as students at the Eastman School of Music in the late ‘90s, adding 
drummer Nate Wood after immigrating to the Left Coast. A weekly 
residency gig in Santa Monica became an incubator for Kneebody’s 
trademark brand of musical interaction, in which any member can 
signal for a change of tempo, key and even instrumentation through 
musical cues. 

Kneebody’s eponymous first album was the first release on Dave 
Douglas’ Greenleaf music that wasn't by Douglas himself. “Their 
music is a great direction for jazz musicians to go,’ Douglas told 
DownBeat. “It’s spontaneous and exciting. The writing is fresh, and 
the way they integrate it with improvising is unique.”

The two stellar quartets on tonight's bill are both led by members of 
SFJAZZ’s own all-star octet, the SFJAZZ Collective. Pianist Renee 
Rosnes is a founding member of the four-year-old Collective, and 
multi-reedman Joe Lovano is a new member, having come on board 
as of the group’s European festival tour this past summer. 

The holder of multiple DownBeat poll “Best Jazz Artist” honors, 
Cleveland native Lovano was first influenced by his father, Tony “Big 
T” Lovano, a barber by day and tenor saxophonist by night. After 
graduating from the Berklee College of Music, Lovano played in en- 
sembles large and small with the likes of clarinetist Woody Herman, 
drummers Elvin Jones and Paul Motian, pianist Carla Bley, and gui- 
tarist Bill Frisell. Since the early 90s, Lovano has since recorded and 
toured as a leader in settings ranging from duo and trio to quartet 
and nonet, moving comfortably between traditional and modern 
jazz explorations. 

Throughout her career, Rosnes has been praised for her empa- 
thetic interplay, technical prowess, and broad musical concept. The 
Saskatchewan native moved to New York in the mid-’80s and be- 
came the preferred pianist for tenor saxophonist Joe Henderson, 
trombonist J.J. Johnson, James Moody, and vibraphonist (and for- 
mer SFJAZZ Collective member) Bobby Hutcherson. 

“This young Canadian may well be the Muhammad Ali of mod- 
ern jazz piano,’ wrote The Independent Weekly, “floating, stinging, 
and floating again, with a touch that’s tender as a kiss and just as dan- 
gerous.” And AllAboutJazz has proclaimed Rosnes “one of the most 
imaginative and soulful pianists of modern jazz.”

Congueros Candido Camero, Carlos “Patato” Valdes and Giovanni 
Hidalgo came together in December 1999 to record the appropriately 
titled album Conga Kings, which was released the following April by 
Chesky. “Between Candido, Giovanni Hidalgo and Carlos ‘Patato’ 
Valdes, the entire history of Afro-Cuban music is represented, and as 
conga players they are peerless,” wrote allmusic.com. The regal conga 
trio returns to the Festival for what promises to be a phenomenal eve- 
ning of Latin jazz by two generations of true master percussionists. 

Since the 1950s, Candido Camero has become famed as a percus- 
sionist in jazz and Afro-Cuban circles that he is known on a first name- 
only basis. A member of the house band at the renowned Tropicana 
club in his hometown of Havana, Cuba, Candido first played stateside 
with Dizzy Gillespie, Billy Taylor, and Stan Kenton. Soon, he became 
the “first call” conguero and bongo player. 

When it comes to the development of Afro-Cuban jazz, Carlos 
“Patato” Valdez is another vital (if once underrecognized) figure. In ad- 
dition to playing and recording with Mario Bauza and Tito Puente, he 
also worked with Gillespie and Art Blakey. The Havana native moved 
to New York when he was 28, at the height of the be-bop movement, 
and has been a dynamic force across several different musical scenes 
ever since. 

Giovanni Hidalgo was the son of percussionist José Hidalgo, and 
actually started on the drum kit in San Juan, Puerto Rico at the age of 
five. Touring for four years in Dizzy Gillespie's United Nations All-Star 
Orchestra gave him bandstand experience with a master and a chance 
to travel and gig internationally. His subsequent studio credits include 
sessions with everyone from McCoy Tyner and Airto Moreira to Paul 
Simon and Sammy Hagar.

The heights of Nob Hill are the perfect environs for this evening’s dou- 
ble-bill, showcasing two artists who have reached the pinnacle of the 
jazz piano—each a defining voice of his respective generation. 

Whether playing in Miles Davis’ quintet or his own acoustic 
groups in the 1960s, exploring electrified funk-jazz in the ’70s, craft- 
ing early hip-hop and electronic sounds in the ’80s, or redefining the 
concept of jazz standards for the 21st century, Hancock has always 
matched his conceptual and instrumental brilliance with a broad 
sense of adventure. 

Hancock has also revivified the jazz tradition of drawing on pop 
songs as springboards for improvisation. Case in point: His brand- 
new album, River: The Joni Letters (Verve) is an all-star vocal and in- 
strumental tribute to singer-songwriter-guitarist Joni Mitchell, which 
features contributions from Leonard Cohen, Tina Turner, Wayne 
Shorter, Norah Jones and Mitchell herself. 

Like Hancock, Gonzalo Rubalcaba first approached the piano from 
a European classical standpoint. By age 20, the Cuban native was a bud- 
ding jazz virtuoso, touring Europe and Africa with Orquesta Aragon. 
Two years later, he formed his own jazz group but it was not until 1993 
that he was able to first perform stateside. He quickly dazzled US. jazz 
fans (including none other than Herbie Hancock) both with his “pro- 
digious technique” (DownBeat) and, in ballad settings, with his under- 
stated touch. A USS. resident since 1996, Rubalcaba has released a string 
of celebrated discs on Blue Note Records, including his 2006 CD, Solo. 
As the pianist told journalist Dan Ouellette: “Appearing solo obligates 
you to talk to yourself, announce and denounce yourself...making 
clear the components that form oneself as a thinking individual.”

From Tony Bennett and Betty Carter to Bobby McFerrin and 
Cassandra Wilson the Festival has presented generations of jazz’s fin- 
est vocalists over its 25-year history.

A contract signed in the mid-90s with Blue Note Records al- 
lowed Elling’s brand of jazz singing, vocalese, and poetry to flourish 
over the course of a half dozen albums. He began a second label life 
with Concord Records, which in April released Nightmoves, hailed 

by ; as “the most playful album of his career” 

An Oregon native who first established herself as a jazz vocal- 

ist on the San Francisco scene of the early 1960s, Nancy King was 

schooled on the bandstands of venues such as the Jazz Workshop. 

She learned from legendary local musicians such as John Handy and 

| the late Vince Guaraldi and studied formally with Jon Hendricks be- 
fore hitting the road. 

In 1978, she began collaborating with pianist Steve Christofferson, 
with whom she will perform in an intimate duo setting. In recent 
years, she has gigged and recorded with pianist and (fellow 25th 
Anniversary Festival artist) Fred Hersch and vocalist Karrin Allyson. 
As allmusic.com summarized her stature: “With the passing of Betty 
Carter, it is arguable that the mantle as preeminent bop and post bop 
vocalist should be draped across the shoulders of Portland, Oregon 
denizen Nancy King.”

with modern drama and glamour. In the words of Time Magazine: 


“Even when she sings of desolation, Branco’ delivery seems animat- 
ed by the pleasure of recovering something lost.” 

While 18 might be the age of legal adulthood in many parts of the 
world, it represented an artistic coming-of-age for Branco. Living in 
the quaint central Portuguese city of Almeirim, she grew up with 
fairly broad musical tastes which included bossa nova, blues, jazz 
and other international sounds. But she never had the inclination to 
listen to fado, the urban song form that is perhaps a second cousin 
to the American blues. Going back to at least the early 19th Century, 
fado (which translates roughly to “fate” or “destiny”) addresses the 
hardships of poverty and longing. “Its music that frames a singer’s 
voice while it mercilessly exposes every nuance of sorrow and de- 
termination [via] a gleaming cat’s-cradle of fingerpicked Portuguese 
guitars,” wrote the New York Times’ Jon Pareles. 

It would have been an old-fashioned tradition to the young 
Branco, an amateur singer who was beginning to study mass media 
at college, with the goal of becoming a journalist. For that fateful 
birthday, her grandfather gave her the album Rara e Inéita by Amalia 
Rodrigues, the queen of 20th Century fado. Mesmerized, Branco 
delved into learning about and practicing the national musical art 
form while still continuing her undergraduate studies. Moonlight- 
ing while continuing her student life, she eventually went into music 
full-time in 1996. 

Now boasting more than a half-dozen acclaimed CDs to her 
name, she is not only one of the leading lights of 21st-century fado, 
but a fully mature artist of rare power. As the Cleveland Plain Dealer 
wrote of one concert appearance: “An enchantress, she drew listen- 
ers into her world with the sheer beauty of her remarkable voice, a 
musical instrument that cuts to the heart, pours salt on the wound 
and then soothes like a healing balm?

WORLD VOICES: BRAZIL 


CAETANO VELOSO 
NOB HILL MASONIC CENTER 


“One of the greatest songwriters of the [20th] century.”

Tonight, Grammy-winner and world music superstar Caetano Veloso 
gives his first Festival performance since his sold-out 2004 show. 

Veloso’s early musical explorations reflected the music of the so- 
cially turbulent late-’60s. Influenced by the bossa nova sounds of Joao 
Gilberto and Dori Caymmi, his output was a staple of MPB (Musica 
Popular Brasileira, i.e. Brazilian pop music). Veloso’s lyrics incorporated 
his political activist values, and that basis of his music would eventually 
transform into an entirely new form. Formed in 1967 along with fellow 
singer-songwriter Gilberto Gil, the revolutionary sounds of tropicdlia 
employed bossa nova rhythms but also incorporated contemporary rock, 
folk and psychedelic sounds imported from England and America. 

The new genre was controversial, both artistically and politically. 
Bossa nova fans were stunned by the cross-pollenization of their in- 
digenous pop music with heavy elements from the north. Brazil's 
military dictatorship, which had been in power since 1964, jailed the 
pair for several months in 1968 for so-called anti-government activity. 
Upon their release, they relocated to London and continued to grow 
an international following there. Veloso returned to Brazil in 1972 
and mixed the music he heard abroad with folk music traditions of 
his homelands. 

In the 35 years since his homecoming, Veloso has secured his sta- 
tus as a national icon. In the mid-70s, a compilation of his prose and 
poetry was published. During the ‘80s, he further won over new fans 
around the world by touring internationally extensively. 

Just as tropicdlia took note of and embraced rock & roll, so too does 
Veloso again bring heavier sounds to his latest album, Cé, which was 
released domestically in 2007 on Nonesuch. Around the core of elec- 
tric and bass guitars and drums, he makes nods towards garage rock 
and punk while maintaining his always identifiable creative voice.

WORLD VOICES: SENEGAL 


YOUSSOU N’DOUR 
NGB HILL MASONIC CENTER 


“One of the world’s greatest singers.” 
—THE NEW YORK TIMES 


Recently named one of the 100 “most influential people who shape 
our world” by Time Magazine, Senegalese singing giant Youssou 
N’Dour has long been one of the most influential artists in the music 
of his home country. In addition to having a voice that is at once 
instantly identifiable and wholly inspiring, N’Dour created his own 
musical style, mbalax, which shifted the instrumentation of tradi- 
tional West African rhythms from drums to keyboards and electric 
guitars and incorporated Afro-Cuban and Western rock flavors. 

His clarion voice “a supple weapon deployed with prophetic au- 
thority” (New York Times), N’Dour gained early worldwide fame 
singing on Peter Gabriel’s “In Your Eyes.” Other high-profile collab- 
orators have included Branford Marsalis, Paul Simon, and Ryuichi 
Sakamoto. On his new album, Nothing’ in Vain, just released on 
Nonesuch Records, N’Dour returns to traditional Senegalese instru- 
ments yielding an album the BBC calls “a great introduction if youre 
new to Youssou N’Dour: a pleasant surprise if you're not.” 

On his previous album, the Grammy-winning Egypt (2004), 
N’Dour co-wrote and performed a collection of devotional songs 
based on his Islamic faith as practiced by his Sufi community. Al- 
ways a socially engaged artist, N’Dour is a passionate campaigner 
for human rights and global health, and has also invested in mass 
media and a nightclub back in Senegal in order to support the local 
community. 

As Rolling Stone summed up N’Dour’s prominence in contem- 
porary world culture: “If any third-world performer has a real shot 
at the sort of universal popularity last enjoyed by Bob Marley, it’s 
Youssou, a singer with a voice so extraordinary that the history of 
Africa seems locked inside it.”

WORLD VOICES: ISRAEL 


CHAVA ALBERSTEIN 
HERBST THEATRE

Singer/songwriter Chava Alberstein is a living legend in her home- 
land, with a career spanning 40 years and 50 albums. As Billboard 
aptly put it, her music “pays homage to the past while engaging with 
the present, [evoking] both a bygone Eastern European universe and 
modern Israel.” 

Alberstein’s sense of “homage to the past” has lifelong roots: her 
family emigrated from Szczecin, Poland, to Israel when she was four 
years old, and that early bi-cultural bridging laid the foundation for 
her global musical spirit. The familiar Yiddish she heard before leav- 
ing Europe is now part of her songbook, as are Hebrew and English. 
“Even though I have lived in Israel nearly my entire life,’ Alberstein 
said, “I am constantly questioning my place in the world.” 

In Israeli music-industry circles, however, there is no question of 
Alberstein’s belonging. She is the recording artist with the greatest 
seniority at CBS Israel, and six of her albums have been awarded the 
Kinor David prize, the Israeli equivalent of the Grammy. Twelve of 
her releases have been certified gold, a half dozen platinum, and one 
triple platinum. 

Those numbers are a reflection of the profound impact her 
work has had upon countless listeners over multiple generations. 
By exploring indigenous folk as well as global styles, Alberstein has 
expanded her cross-cultural ties even further. And through a col- 
laboration with the New York-based Klezmatics on the 1998 album 
The Well, she won legions of new fans throughout America. 

End of the Holiday (2004) is Alberstein’s most recent domestic 
release and weaves many storylines from the viewpoint of various 
protagonists living in present-day Israel. A collaboration with her 
husband, documentary flmmaker-poet-lyricist Navad Levitan, the 
disc brings both an everwday epic and an immensely intimate van- 
tage point to Israeli life.

Having enchanted a capacity audience at Grace Cathedral during the 
2006 SFJAZZ Spring Season, the Grammy-winning choir “Le Mystére 
des Voix Bulgares” returns for an encore “Sacred Space” performance 
to commemorate this Silver Anniversary season. 

Founded over half a century ago to preserve and promote Bulgar- 
ian folk music, the all-female choir first achieved worldwide popular- 
ity in the 1980s—beginning when the British independent label 4AD 
(onetime home to the Cocteau Twins, Pixies, and Dead Can Dance) 
re-released a Le Mystére compilation album self-issued a decade pri- 
or by Swiss ethnomusicologist Marcel Cellier (who coined the group's 
French-language name, which translates to “The Mystery of Bulgarian 
Voices”). In the late ’80s, U.S. releases on the tastemaker Nonesuch 
label—the second of which earned a Grammy Award—exposed the 
choir’s musical magic to an even broader audience. Members of Le 
Mystere have since recorded with the likes of British art-rock singer- 
songwriter Kate Bush and classical crossover violinist Vanessa-Mae. 

By employing traditional Bulgarian harmonies—simultaneously 
dissonant and sublimely beautiful—vocal punctuations, and irregu- 
lar rhythms, Le Mystére des Voix Bulgares performances fall under 
the “sound of surprise” definition that Whitney Balliett once used to 
describe jazz. As The New York Times’ Jon Pareles put it: “The choir of 
two dozen women sounds both angelic and, to American ears, gor- 
geously alien.”
